The New Pension Hill. 
The following condensation of 
the new G. A. R., pension b ill is 
pub lished: 
A new 
pension b ill 
has b een drafted b y a committee 
of the Grand Army of the Repub ­ 
lic, and it is to b e sub mitted to the 
various posts for their considera­ 
tion. 
The b ill is sub stantially 
like the Dependent Pension b ill 
veoted b y 
President Cleveland. 
All persons who served in the army 
or navy of the United States, dur­ 
ing the war of the reb ellion, and 
who are incapab le of performing 
manual lab or through mental or 
physical disab ility, not the result 
of vicous hab its, are to receive $12 
a month, commencing from the 
date of filing their applications 
after the passage of the act. 
The 
widow and the children underflS 
years of age of any invalid pen­ 
sioner, who died or may die here­ 
after, shall b e placed on the pen­ 
sion rolls without regard to cause 
of death of such pensioner—pro­ 
vided it was not due to violation of 
civil or military laws, or to vicious 
hab its—at the rates now estab lish­ 
ed b y law, except that the rate for 
minor children shall b e $5 instead 
of $2 a month. 
In case such pen­ 
sioner leaves no widow or child­ 
ren, b ut had a dependent father or 
mother, these will b e placed on 
the pension rolls under the same 
conditions. 
In respect to widows 
the b ill differs from that vetoed 
last winter. 
It requires that the 
widow of a pensioner, in order to 
receive a pension, shall have b een 
married to him prior to the passage 
ot the law. _______________

New K.o fL. Co nstitutio n. 
P hiladelphia 
, Pa., June 28.— 
By returns made to the general 
headquarters of the Knights of 
Lab or this morning, the new con­ 
stitution of the order emb odying 
many important changes has b een 
adopted b y ab out a three-fourths 
vote. 
A clause providing for the 
formation of national trade assem­ 
b lies, sent out separately from the 
constitution aud voted upon b y the 
local assemb lies throughout the 
order, has also b een adopted b y 
nearly the same vote. 
The new 
constitution will b e promulgated 
b y the general executive b oard iu 
a very few days and will go into 
effect immediately after its pro­ 
mulgation. 
An analysis of the 
vote shows that nearly half of the 
local assemb lies that opposed the 
adoption of the new constitution 
did so on account of section 32, 
which reads: 
“ No local or other 
assemb ly or memb er shall, directly 
or indirectly, give, sell or have any 
ale, b eer or intoxicating liquor of 
any kind at any meeting, party, 
sociab le, b all, picnic or entertain­ 
ment w hatever appertaining to the 
order. 
Any memb er found guilty 
of violating this law shall b e sus­ 
pended not less than six months or 
expelled. 
No fine shall b e imposed 
for this offense. 
Any local or oth­ 
er assemb ly so offend shall b e sus­ 
pended not less than 
six months 
or expelled. 
No fine shall b e im­ 
posed for this offense. 
Any local 
or other assenib ! 
so 
« » fiending 
shall he suspended during the pleas­ 
ure of the general executive b oard, 
or shall have its charter reyoked 
b y said b oard. 
The portion of the assemb ly was 
composed mostly of Germans, who 
voted 
against 
this clause, and 
therefore against the whole. 
The article upon co-operation 
was adopted unanimously. 
It is 
is quite lengthy, and provides for 
the erection aud disb ursement of a 
fund to aid co-oj>cration 
enter­ 
prises. 
Each local assemb ly is re­ 
quired to collect and deposit a sum 
not less than 2 cents jx r month for 
every memb er iu good standing. 
The money is to b e invested b y the 
co-operative b oard and profits are 
to b e divided equally b etween the 
general assemb ly,cooperative fund, 
the workmen who create the profit. 
The new' constitution gives the 
general executive b oard full power 
to settle all strikes and disputes, 
whether sanctioned b y the b oard 
or not, and it increase* the powers 
of the general b oard in many other 
particulars. 
Hereafter each dis­ 
trict, state, national or unattach­ 
ed local assemb ly shall b e entitled 
to one delegate to each 3,000 num­ 
b ers or majority fraction thereof. 
The term of office, over which there 
has b een so much controversy, has 
b een fixed at two years. 
The com­ 
pensation will b e fixed for two 
years b y the general assemb ly when 
the officer is elected. 
The national trade assemb lies 
clause is prob ab ly the most iin{K>rt- 
ant of the changes.

that “ any particular trade or call­ 
ing may form a national trad

The taxable valuation of real and 
p ersonal p rop erty in California this 
year is estim ated to be not far from 
$ 1,000,000,000, a great p ortion of 
which, according to the San Francis- 
co Bulletin, will be a ttributable to 
the “ boom ” of landed estate in Los 
Angeles and other southern counties.

The New Pension Bill. 
The following condensation of 
the new G. A. R., pension bill is 
published; 
A new 
pension bill 
has been drafted by a committee 
of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
ic, and it is to be submitted to the 
various posts for their considera­ 
tion. 
The bill is substantially 
like 
the Dependent Pension bill 
vcoted by 
President Cleveland. 
All persons who served in the array 
or navy of the United States, dur­ 
ing the war of the rebellion, 
who are incapable of performing 
manual labor through mental 
physical disability, not the result 
of vicous habits, are to receive $12 
a month, commencing from the 
date of filing their applications 
after the passage of the act. 
The 
widow and the children underllS 
years of age of any invalid pen­ 
sioner, who died or may die here 
after, shall be placed on the pen 
sion rolls without regard to cause 
of death of such pensioner—pro 
vided it was not due to violation 
civil or military laws, or to vicious 
habits—at the rates now establish 
ed by law, except that the rate for 
minor children shall be $5 instead 
of $2 a m onth. 
In case such pen 
sioner leaves no widow or child 
ren, but had a dependent father or 
mother, these will be placed on 
the pension rolls under the same 
conditions. 
In respect to widow 
the bill differs from th at vetoed 
last w’inter. 
It requires that the 
widow of a pensioner, in order 
receive a jiension, shall have been 
married to him prior to the passage 
of the law'.

New K. ofL. Const it at ion. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , P a ., June 2 8 .— 
13y returns made to the general 
headquarters of the Knights of 
Labor this morning, the new con­ 
stitution of the order embodying 
many im portant changes has been 
adopted by about a three-fourths 
vote. 
A clause providing for the 
formation of national trade assem­ 
blies, sent out separately from the 
constitution and voted upon by the 
local assemblies 
throughout the 
order, has also been adopted by 
nearly the same vote. 
The new 
constitution will be promulgated 
by the general executive board in 
a very few days and will go into 
effect immediately after its pro­ 
mulgation. 
An 
analysis of the 
vote shows th at nearly half of the 
local assemblies that opposed the 
adoption of the new constitution 
did so on account of section 32, 
which reads; 
“ No local or other 
assembly or member shall, directly 
or indirectly, give, sell or have any 
ale, beer or intoxicating liquor of 
any kind at any meeting, party, 
sociable, ball, picnic or entertain­ 
ment whatever appertaining to the 
order. 
Any member found guilty 
of violating this law shall be sus­ 
pended not less than six months or 
expelled. 
No fine shall be imposed 
for this offense. 
Any local or oth­ 
er assembly so offend shall be sus­ 
pended not less than 
six months 
or expelled. 
No fine shall be im- 
>osed for thia offense. 
Any local 
or other assembly 
no 
offending 
shall be suspended during the pleas 
3 of the general executive board, 
or shall have its charter reyoked 
>y said board. 
I h e portion of the assembly was 
composed mostly of Germans', who 
oted 
against 
this clause, and 
therefore against the whole. 
The article upon 
co-operation 
was adopted unanimously. 
It is 
is quite lengthy, and provides for 
the erection and disbursement of a 
fund to aid 
co-operation 
enter­ 
prises. 
Each loeal assembly is re­ 
quired to collect and deposit a sum 
not less than 2 cents per month for 
every member iu good standing. 
The money is to be invested by the 
co-operative board and profits are 
to be divided equally between the 
general assembly,cooperative fund, 
the workmen who create the profit. 
The new constitution gives the 
general executive board full power 
to settle all strikes and disputes, 
whether sanctioned by the board 
or not, and it increases the powers 
of the general board in many other 
particulars. 
Hereafter each dis­ 
trict, state, national or unattach­ 
ed local assembly shall he entitled 
to one delegate to each 3,000 num ­ 
bers or majority fraction thereof. 
The term of office, over which there 
has been so much controversy, has 
been fixed at two years. 
The com­ 
pensation will be fired for two 
years by the general assembly w hen 
the officer is elected. 
Ihe national trade assemblies 
a use is probably the most im port­ 
ant of the changes. 
It provides 
th at “ any particular trade or call­ 
ing may form a national trades as­ 
sembly by giving at least three 
m onths’ notice to each local as­ 
sembly—the entire membership of 
which is composed of such trade— 
as a convention for the purpose of 
forming a natural trade assembly.” 
At least two-thirds of the local 
assemblies must vote in favor of 
the trade assembly, and not less 
than ten assembling, if there he 
that num ber in the order, may re­ 
ceive a charter. 
Section 3 of the article is not 
very strong, howeyer, as it still 
leaves the m atter in the hands of 
the general executive board, which, 
if the law has been complied with, 
may instruct the general secretary 
to issue a charter. 
\ otes will be 
received until July 15th and re­ 
corded, although the new constitu­ 
tion will be in effect some time be­ 
fore that, probably about July 1st.

The New Pension Bill. 
The following condensation of 
the new G. A. R., pension bill is 
published: 
A new 
pension bill 
has been drafted by a committee 
of the Grand Army of the Repub­ 
lic, and it is to be submitted to the 
various posts for their considera­ 
tion. 
The bill is substantially 
Uke 
the Dependent Pension bill 
veoted by 
President Cleveland. 
All persons who served in the army 
or navy of the United States, dur­ 
ing the war of the rebellion, and 
who are incapable of performing 
manual labor through mental or 
physical disability, not the result 
of vicous habits, are to receive $12 
a month, commencing from the 
date of filing their applications 
after the passage of the act. 
The 
widow and the children underflS 
years of age of any invalid pen­ 
sioner, who died or may die here­ 
after, shall be placed on the pen­ 
sion rolls without regard to cause 
of death of such pensioner—pro­ 
vided it was not due to violation of 
civil or military laws, or to vicious 
habits—at the rates now establish­ 
ed by law, except that the rate for 
minor children shall be $5 instead 
of $2 a month. 
In case such pen­ 
sioner leaves no widow or child­ 
ren, but had a dependent father or 
mother, these will be placed on 
the pension rolls under the same 
conditions. 
In respect to widows 
the bill differs from that vetoed 
last winter. 
It requires that the 
widow of a pensioner, in order to 
receive a pension, shall have been 
married to him prior to the passage 
of the law.

New K. ofL. Constitution. 
P hiladelphia, Pa., June 28.— 
By returns made to the general 
headquarters of the Knights of 
Labor this morning, the new con­ 
stitution of the order embodying 
many important changes has been 
adopted by about a three-fourths 
vote. 
A clause providing for the 
formation of national trade assem­ 
blies, sent out separately from the 
constitution and voted upon by the 
local assemblies 
throughout the 
order, has also been adopted by 
nearly the same vote. 
The new 
constitution will be promulgated 
by the general executive board in 
a very few days and will go into 
effect immediately after its pro­ 
mulgation. 
An 
analysis of the 
vote shows that nearly half of the 
local assemblies that opposed the 
adoption of the new constitution 
did so on account of section 32, 
which reads: 
“ No local or other 
assembly or member shall, directly 
or indirectly, give, sell or have any 
ale, beer or intoxicating liquor of 
any kind at any meeting, party, 
sociable, ball, picnic or entertain­ 
ment whatever appertaining to the 
order. Any member found guilty 
of violating this law shall be sus­ 
pended not less than six months or 
expelled. 
No fine shall be imposed 
lor this offense. 
Any local or oth­ 
er assembly so offend shall be sus­ 
pended not less than 
six months 
or expelled. 
No fine shall be im­ 
posed for tins offense. 
Any local 
or other assembl 
so 
offending 
shall be suspended during the pleas. 
tire of the general executive board, 
or shall have its charter revoked 
by said board. 
The portion of the assembly was 
composed mostly of Germans, who 
voted 
against 
this clause, arid 
therefore against the whole. 
The article upon 
co-operation 
was adopted unanimously. 
It is 
is quite lengthy, and provides for 
the erection aud disbursement of a 
fund to aid 
co-operation 
enter­ 
prises. 
Each local assembly is re­ 
quired to collect and deposit a sum 
not less than 2 cents per month for 
every member in good standing. 
The money is to be invested by the 
co-operative board and profits are 
to be divided equally between the 
general assembly,co operative fund, 
the workmen who create the profit. 
The new constitution gives the 
general executive board full power 
to settle all strikes ani disputes, 
whether sanctioned by the board 
or not, and it increases the powers 
of the general board in many other 
particulars. 
Hereafter each dis­ 
trict, state, national or unattach­ 
ed local assembly shall be entitled 
to one delegate to each 3,000 num ­ 
bers or majority fraction thereof. 
The term of office, over which there 
has been so much controversy, has 
been fixed at two years. 
The com­ 
pensation will be fixed for two 
years by the general assembly when 
the officer is elected. 
The national trade assemblies 
clause is probably the most import­ 
ant of the changes. 
It provides 
that “ any particular trade or call­ 
ing may form a national trades as­ 
sembly by giving at least three 
months’ notice to each local as­ 
sembly—the entire membership of 
which is composed of such trade— 
as a convention tor the purpose of 
forming a natural trade assembly. '’ 
At least two-thirds of the local 
assemblies must vote in favor of 
the trade assembly, and not less 
than ten assembling, if there be 
that number in the order, may re­ 
ceive a charter. 
Section 3 of the article is not 
very strong, however, as it still 
leaves the matter in the hands of 
the general executive board, which, 
if the law has been complied with, 
may instruct the general secretary 
to issue a charter. 
Votes will be 
received until July loth and re­ 
corded, although the new constitu­ 
tion will he iii effect some time be­ 
fore that, probably about July 1st.

Grover Cleveland claims 
that 
now he is president that he can 
organize a Cleveland party.

That he can root around among 
mugwumps and personal favorites 
who love him while he gives pap 
and selects the material for a very 
high-toned, 
civil service, 
mug­ 
wump party. 
That lie has a right 
to skim, skip aud skin to suit him­ 
self and to form a new party. 
We grant it. 
But at the same time others have 
the same right. 
He can not ex­ 
clude from his party all whom he 
does not want, and the majority 
have the same right to exclude him 
and his. 
Democrats 
did 
not 
vote for 
Grover Cleveland. 
Not one vote 
was cast for him directly. 
They voted for a change of ad­ 
ministration from Republican to 
Democratic. 
Ile has not honored the sentiment 
of the people in this respect. 
He has betrayed the party that 
placed him at the gate to call 
Republicans out aud let Demo­ 
crats iii 
He owes to Democrats all that 
he has of exalted position. 
They owe him nothing.

Studying: a B aby. 
A European man of science, Profess­ 
or Preyer, has published a work in 
which he has recorded the results ot 
his work In a newr branch of research. 
He has devoted himself to studying 
the growth of intelligence and observa­ 
tion in bis own child, beginning with 
the day of its birth, and observing its 
’development rather with the eye of a 
scientist than with those of a parent. 
Ho has noted the precise moment in 
,which it first seemed to see things,and 
the circumstances under which it ap­ 
peared to begin its thinking—tbe in­ 
telligent putting of one thing with an­ 
other. 
“I took my baby,” says the profess­ 
or in his book, “to the window, five 
minutes after he was born, and just 
as the sun was rising. His precept ion 
o: the light did not seem at all keen. He 
opened and closed his eyes alternate­ 
ly, the lids parting about an eighth ©f 
ap inch. Somewhat later, the light 
having become much brighter, the baby 
opened his eyes quite wide, and in 
opening them wrinkled his forehead.” 
During the earliest days ot its life,an 
infant, Professor Preyer a** 
tained, 
rarely keeps its eyes open. Even when 
awake, it is quite as likely to keep its 
eyes closed as open; and when it opens 
them, it is never by one and the same 
movement at first.

Professor Preyer’s experiments with 
the child’s perception of color were 
extremely iuteresting, but too long to 
be repeated here; but we may say 
that the r* suit of them was to con­ 
vince him that the eye is especially 
affected by the color red, and that at 
first we have but two color impres­ 
sions—first, of that which is red, and 
second, of all th a t is not red. 
Mr. Preyer declares that it is a 
groat mistake to suppose that a baby 
is able to smile soon after its birth. 
It was on his twenty-sixth day that 
hi3 own baby first smiled; ami the 
double joy of the father, which was 
both parental and scientific, was un­ 
questionably very great.

The tax ab le v alu atio n of real and

G ettin g Rid o f the Surplus. 


F rom tlie In d ia n a p o lis News. 
The reported sale of the V andalia 
Railroad has s ta rte d th e tongues of 
tlie railro a d rem im scents. 
“ I rem em ber,” said one, “ when the 
V andalia car wheels were kept p a in t­ 
ed red an d were wiped a t every s t a ­ 
tion. 
This was under the regime of 
President Peck. 
You see. the V an­ 
d alia was earning to o much m oney in 
those days, an d som e of the surplu? 
h ad to be expended.” 
“ Why earning to much?” 
“ Under the ch a rte r the road was 
obliged to tu rn over to the school fund 
all net earnings in excess of 8 per cent. 
As a m a tte r of fact th e com pany was 
earning from IO to 2 0 , an d the S tate 
au th o rities dem anded t h a t the su r­ 
plus be applied in accordance with the 
charter. 
There was no way to find 
o u t just how much should go to the 
school fund, b u t suits were in stitu ted 
against the ro ad for recovery of cer­ 
tain am o u n ts. 
The 
m anagem ent 
pro b ab ly concluded t h a t th e earnings 
m u st be reduced a t an y ra te the n u m ­ 
ber of employes was increased a t all 
the principal statio n s, a n d whenever 
a train cam e in you 
could see an 
a rm y of wheel-w ipers d a r t under the 
ca s' an d begin 
to polish th e red 
paints. 
The wheels were kept as clean i 
as the engine-drivers. 
There was cur­ 
rent rep o rt a t th e tim e t h a t the tracks 
were washed with so ap every evening, 
the ties were w hitew ashed weekly, and 
the trac k swept with house brooms, j 
The earnings were just judiciously held 
dow n to th e 8 per cent, limit, and so 
far as I know the ro ad never paid 
enough m oney into the school fund to 
buy a P o lla rd w arra n t. 
T o this day 
I believe the road, by som e in scru ta­ 
ble sagacity, earns just enough to pay 
th e stockholders 8 per cent, and the j 
schoul fund—nil.” 


Studying a Raby. 
A E u ro p ean m an of science, Profess­ 
o r Preyer, h as published a w ork in 
■which he h as recorded th e results of 
his work In a new branch of research. 
H e has devoted himself to studying 
the grow th of intelligence and o b serv a­ 
tion in his own child, beginning with 
the d ay of its birth, an d observing its 
developm ent ra th e r with the eye of a 
scientist th a n with those of a p arent. 
He has noted the precise m om ent in 
,which it first seemed to see things,and 
the circum stances under which it a p ­ 
peared to begin its thinking—the in­ 
telligent p u tting of one thing with an ­ 
other. 
“ I to o k m y b ab y ,” say s tlie profess­ 
o r in his book, “ to the window, five 
m inutes after lie was born, an d just 
as the sun was rising. 
His precept ion 
o; the light did not seem a t ail keen. He 
opened an d closed his eyes alte rn ate­ 
ly, the lids p artin g a b o u t an eighth of 
ap inch. 
S om ew hat later, the light 
having become much brighter,the baby 
opened his eyes quite wide, and in 
opening them wrinkle*! his forehead.” 
During the earliest d ay s ol its life,an 
infant, Professor Preyer ascet tained, 
rarely keeps its eyes open. Even when 
awake, it is quite as likely to keep its 
eyes closed as open; an d when it opens 
them , it is never by one and the same 
m ovem ent a t first. 
One lid lifts, and 
then the other, an d sometim es the 
tw o are held open a t an 
unequal 
width. This sta te of things usually 
lasts until the eleventh day. 
• Professor 
P reyer 
observed 
his 
b a b y ’s first wink. F o r fifteen d ay s he 
shook his h an d each d ay before the 
child’s open eyes, as he lay on his [al­ 
low, w ithout causing him, seemingly, 
an y fear or astonishm ent. On 
the 
sixteenth d ay after his birth, howev­ 
er, the baby winked quickly when the 
sam e m ovem ent was made, opening 
th e eyes again together,an d quickly. 
1 At th e end of the seventh m onth, 
the professor found the boy quite ca­ 
pable o f feeling and express, mg a s to n ­ 
ishm ent a t an y ac t which lie did n o t 
un d erstan d . 
B u t as early as tw enty-third day of 
his life the baby “ noticed,” as the 
nurses p u t it; th a t is to say, discov­ 
ered t h a t there was such a tiling as 
m ovem ent in the world a b o u t bim. 
This discovery 
Professor Preyer 
reached by experimenting with him 
from d ay to day with moving candles. 
T he child,at la -t,o n the day m ention­ 
ed, followed the m ovem ent of the 
candles, up or down or rijh t or left, 
by moving his head. 
The child wore, 
a t the sam e time, an expression of in­ 
telligence, as if he had made a di-cov- 
ery. 
It was only on the hundredth day 
t h a t the baby fallowed exactly, and 
W’ith an in sta n t m ovem ent as precise 
as a m achine’s, the swinging of a large 
pendulum, and only in the twenty- 
ninth m o n th of his life t h a t he follow­ 
ed, with quickness an d certainty, the 
flight of a swallow. 
Professor P reyer’s experiments with 
the child’s perception of color were 
extremely interesting, but to o long to 
be repeated here; 
but we m ay say 
t h a t the r* -ult of them was to con­ 
vince him th a t the eye Is especially 
affected by the color red, and th a t at 
first we have b u t tw o color impres­ 
sions—first, of th a t which is red, and 
second, of all th a t is n o t red. 
Mr. Preyer declares t h a t It is a 
great m istake to suppose t h a t a baby 
is able to smile soon after its birth. 
I t was on his tw enty-sixth day th a t 
his own baby first smiled; 
and the 
double joy of the father, which was 
b o th paren tal a n d scientific, was un­ 
questionably very great. 
It is ea-y 
to believe t h a t for the m oment the 
m an of science was lost in the father. 
• These experim ents m ay 
seem tri­ 
fling, b u t they are n o t so to th o sew h o 
seek accurate knowledge; 
and 
Mr. 
Preyer certainly 
could 
not 
have 
Chosen a m ore delightful subject for 
Scientific research.

A Q U E E R S T O R Y . 


A fo s rla e Account o f a N oblem aa'a E xperience 
w ith an A ctreaa. 
The British noblem an who finds, as 
from m any causes ho m ay, th a t his 
hereditary revenues are insufficient to 
meet his hereditary requirem ents, has 
not m any m eans open to him of sup­ 
plying the deficiency. 
Law s as sacred 
as those of the Medes and Persians 
forbid him to becom e a butcher, a 
pawnbroker, or a licensed victualler. 
He m ay not even sta rt as a coal mer­ 
chant unless he has collieries of his 
own. 
T hus tho more certain roods 
to wealth are one and all closed to 
him; and when he has looked a t the 
rest, he will probably find th a t he m ust 
either fiy in the face of all precedent 
or become one of three things—nam ely, 
a 
com pany 
prom oter, 
a theatri­ 
cal m anager or a cab proprietor. 
Do 
not, then, let us be hard on Hubert, 
third Earl of D oldally, if up to the age 
of five and thirty his lordship had not 
found any better field for the exercise 
of his undoubted abilities than a suc­ 
cession of more or less unremunera- 
tive theatrical speculations. 
At the sam e time, it m ust be owned 
th a t Lord D oldally took very kindly 
to this particular line of business. 
From his you th up his lordship had 
aspired to be a patron of the dram a 
and early in life he becam e known as 
an habitue of those houses where 
burlesques and com ic operas 
were 
played. 
Nor was it long before he 
found his way behind 
the scenes. 
Here he m ade himself very agreeable. 
No frequenter of th at region was more 
lavish in his presents ot bouquets and 
jewelry and, whether o w in g to h istitle, 
his good looks or his pleasant ways, 
no one found his a tten tio n s received 
with greater favor. 
Being thu s popu­ 
lar—at least w ith one-half of the pro­ 
fession—w hat 
m ore 
natural than 
th at, on discovering an 
im m ediate 
necessity for supplem enting his ex ist­ 
ing sources of incom e som ehow, Lord 
D oldally should have started a thea­ 
tre of his own? 
Seeing w hat a m alicious world we 
live in, it is not surprising th a t the 
kind of life Lord D oldally adopted 
exposed him to som e scandal. 
Per­ 
haps he could n ot help it if, in his 
capacities of patron and m anager, he 
was on som ew hat friendly term s with 
more than one fair ornam ent of the 
boards. 
An actress is only hum an, 
and is therefore no more to be con- 
demmed for setting her cap a t a peer 
than any m aiden on the other side of 
the footlights, while, even if she has 
no 
m atrim onial am bition, and a s­ 
pires to nothing higher than new'dress­ 
e s . diam onds or dinners at Richmond, 
these, after all, are com m on feminine 
weaknesses. 
W hether, however, Lord 
Doldally was to blam e or was merely 
the innocent victim of his nersonal 
and hereditary attraction s, the fact 
rem ains th a t his connection with the 
theatre gave rise to m any stories not 
w holly to his credit. 
It was, therefore, a source of su­ 
preme joy to th a t excellent woman, 
the Dowager Lady D oldally, when she 
succeeded in arranging a m atch be­ 
tween her son and Miss McBeillar, 
daughter of the em inent Scotch bank­ 
er and M. I*., of th a t name. 
Though 
Lord D oldally had n ot hitherto re­ 
garded himself as a m arrying m an,his 
m otives in assenting to this arrange­ 
m ent were not difficult to fathom . He 
was 35 years of age; the theatrical 
speculations had n ol by any m eans 
justified his ex la c ta tio n s of them, 
and McSeillar’s ideas on the subject of 
settlem ents were highly agreeable to 
his son-in-law elect. 
H aving married and paid his debts, 
the earl of D oldally term inated his 
connection with the dram a for a time, 
and he might have done so for good 
had circum stances been more favora­ 
ble. 
But Lady D oldally was an in va­ 
lid and had to spend a greater por­ 
tion of her tim e a t her house in Dev­ 
onshire or in the sou th of France. 
Further, her ladyship was 
a rigid 
Presbyterian. 
She regarded theatres 
as the tem ples of Satan.and even when 
in London during the earlier d ays 
of her married lite, 
she refused to 
accom pany her husband to any place 
of public entertainm ent. 
Thus Lord 
D oldally, when senatorial or other 
duties brought him 
to tow n, found 
himself throw n very much on his own 
resources, and he therefore naturally 
resumed his patronage of the dram a. 
Needless to say, in thus returning to 
the scenes of h n younger days, lie was 
soon behind the scenes again, chaffing 
the gentlemen and flirting with the 
ladies. 
There were very few houses 
where his lordship was n ot heartily 
welcome, put the one a t which he was 
m ost often seen was tie- Melpomene, 
the lease of which he had formerly 
held himself, and which p iovided one 
of the best entertainm ents in L ondon.

Nor did he w aste any tim e 
in getting at hi* work. 
Coming direct­

vard, and was adm itted to the bar in 
1h07. 
An old and w ealthy friend of 
his father’s, J. Young Hcammon, took 
him in as his partner, and practically 
turned over to him a large business. 
He at once found himself in charge of 
several large estates, and 
devoted 
himself 
to 
their 
care 
with such 
industry 
and 
business 
keen­ 
ness 
that 
his 
reputation 
began 
growing in the right direction alm ost 
from tlie ou tset. 
At the very begin­ 
ning of his career as a full-fledged law ­ 
yer an incident occurred which has 
seemingly exerted marked 
influence 
upon him from th at day to this. 
A 
m an named Hume w anted to lease a 
house. 
Lincoln, with his usual cau­

He p ays 
prom ptly. 
By

And the old gentlem an led the con­ 
versation as far as possible from the 
object of the young law yer’s visii. 
But this lesson was one which Robert 
Lincoln never forgot. 
H e was young 
then, and it cam e just in time. Never, 
siuce th a t day, has he been known to 
presum e upon his father’s fame, or 
m ake effort to profit or gain personal 
im portance or dignity on 
th a t ac­ 
count.

An old and wealthy friend of 
his father’s, J. Young Scammon, took 
hun in as his partner, and practically 
turned over to him alarge business.
